The Sheriffs of London prefented a petition againft the bill 
for regulating the police of London, Wettmintter, and the bo- 
rough of Southwark, which, on the mocon of Alderman 
INewnham, was ordered to lie on the table. 

Alderman Hammett withed to know when the new bill was 
to be brought in, as he underftood the former one had been 
withdrawn. ; ARES 

The Solicitor-General Said, he fhould certainly give timely 
notice of his bill, which would be brought in very foon, if not 
deferred till the next feflion. He explained the reafon of his 
withdrawing the former bill, becaufe it was not fufficiently for- 
mal in the money part. 

Alderman Hammett hoped the Minifter had not revifed the 
bill, which alone could account for his fupport of it. Had a 
torch been fixed to the city of London, it could not have cau- 
fed greater alarm than the bill in queftion, for which reafon he 
fhould now move that the order for bringing in the bill be dif- 
charged. : 

Alderman Town/end obferved, that though fome bill was ne- 
ceflary, yet that now under confideration would by no means 
accomplith the object defired. ‘The fupprefhon of trading Ju- 
ftices was certainly very defirable ; but the other regulations 
would not be fo effe@tual for the prevention of crimes as even 
an additional duty ou ale-houfes and pawnbrokers. Were the 
laws already exifting properly enforced, he had no doubt of 
their being adequate to every purpofe ; but the miftaken lenity 
of Judges of Alize, in fuffering fo many atrocious offenders to 
efcape, while it diminithed the danger of offences, added much 
to their frequency. Nothing could be more effectual in deter- 
ring people from crimes than the certainty of punithment, and 
though he would not encourage the interference of Parliament 
with the executive parts of Government, yet he thought fome 
mode fhould be adopted to enforce the regular execution of the 
prefent laws, after which there would be no neceffity of propo- 
fing new and dangerous meafures. 

Mr Mainwaring prefled the learned gentleman to fix the 
day on which he intended to bring in #.s bill, obferving that 
there was to be a meeting of the Magiftrates of the county of 
Middlefex on the morrow, for whom it would be neceflary to 
know the time of the bill. 

Lord Beanchamp was equally earneft to know when the bill 
was to be brought in. Though the operation of it thould be 
in a great meafure local, yet the precedent he thought might 
lead to very extenfive’confequences. He differcd from the 
Hon. Alderman on the fubject of punifhment, being of opinion 
that the laws were already by much too fanguinary, and their 
execution fevere. The prefent period of the feflion was in his 
opinion by no means adapted to the importance of this bufi- 
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Mr Pitt applauded the zeal of the Hon. Gentlemen on the 
prefent bill, but was apprehenfive their conduct was hafty, and 
the motion for difcharging the order premature. It was not 
fair, he faid, to. prefs his learned friend fo much on the fubject 
of his bill which had not yet been introduced. Mach pains and 
attentiou had been beftowed on the fubject ; and the many al- 
terations made in the bill contributed in no {mall degree to the 
latenefs of the introduction. . He trufted that, at all events, 
fome of the regulations fhould be adopted this. feffioa; and 
though fome parts might require longer deliberation, there were 
others which would have the bet effec, and be Kable to no 
objection. The fimple remedy fuggelted by the Hon. Alder- 
man, of enforcing more ftritly the execution of the laws, 
would not, in his mind, be fo effectual as fuppofed, the utmost 
affiftance having been added to the executive powers, but as 
yet to very little purpofe. Under thefe circum ‘tances, though 
not certain that he fhould fupport the bill throughout, he would 
undoubtedly contend for the propriety of its introduction. 

Alderman Towx/end went over the fame ground as in bis 
former fpeech, afferting, that much mifchief arofe from the fre- 
quency of pardons. 

The Solicitor General affured the Houfe, that in every pro- 
ceeding relative to this bill, he thould give fufiicient aocice to 
the Houfe, and defended the propriety of bringing it ii this 
fe:fion, by referring the Houfe to the daily robberies committed 
in the metropolis. Any perfon who read the public papers, 
with a view to this object as he had done, would be fenfible of 
the neceflity of fome remedy as foon as poflible. 

The motion for difcharging the order was then permitted to 
be withdrawn. 

A motion being afterwards made for the Houfe to refolve 
iefelf into a Committee on the Hawkers and Pedlars bill, Mr 
Eden, in fupport of fome obfervations he before made on this 
fubject, referred to various ftatutes to prove, that, among the 
duties from which Scotland was exempted by the +t of Union, 
that on hawkers and pedlars was not included 3 for which rea-’ 
fon, thongh the du-y was not enforced there, it was liable to 
operate, and of courfe the new duty equally. Mr Gilbert pow 
took the chair, and the bill being gone through, the Houfe 
was refumed, and adjourned ti!! the morrow.

merous and weighty objections which occurred to them, to the
